The FBI Laboratory'^ gambling unit conducted field tests of 
dice that were altered In a number of ways ranging from blatant 
number changing tb more sophlslicalcd melhoda.-The results.- 
were published In FBI, a Justice Department publication forlaw 
enforcement officers. - ' " 

"Whenever a dice gambling game is played the house has a - 
built-in malhe matlcal advantage or takes a perce ntage .of_lhc_.
